Effect of Mr. Crampton s Dismissal. 


We deeply regret to have to announce 
that a course has been taken by the Ameri- 
can government which, although itis In no 
way equivalentto the declaration of war, 
evidntly tends to diminish in a very serious 
degree the chances of preserving peace be- 
tween the two nations. Our readers are 
aware that the government of Enoland have 
first freely tendered to the United States, 
inthe most candid and unreserved manner, 
a frank and full apology for any infraction 
ofthe American neutrality laws which might 
wittingly or unwittingly, have been com- 
mitted by British agents during the late war, 
but have not considered it consistent with 
justice to Mr. Crampton, or with a due re- 
ward for the position of this kingdom, to 
accede to’ the further demand preferred 
by President Pierce for the) recall of 
minister. 

The cabinet ef Lord Palmerston at this 
point, however, unwittingly, felt themselves 
constrained by justice, and therefore by 
their duty, to stop shert in the path of con- 
cession; and the United States government. 
on the receipt of this, the wt:matum of Eny- 
land, has directed Mr. Crampton to with- 
draw from the territory of the Union. 

That this is a most rash and intemperate 
step, at the present juncture, be the origin 
al merits of the question at issue what 
they may, cannot, and we are convinced 
will not be denied by the better and more 
considerate even of the people who live un- 
der the government that have taken it. Lt 
is not easy in a country where public policy 
is swayed by such singular agglomerations 
of parties, and determined by such excep 
tional circumstances, as it is in Ametica, to 
say whatis the precise: bent of the public 
opinion; but, as far as it can be inferred, 
upon the present occasion. from the tone of 
the most influential of the journals of the 
United States, it is with us, opposed to the 
violent and provocative pulicy to which the 
executive e@overnment—somew hit myster- 
wusly, as it scems to us—seeks to commit 
the American) people. Irritating as that 
policy unquestionably is, we shall, we doubt 
not, continue to maintain that cilatory con- 
duct, and, at the same time, firm and digni- 
fied attitude, which we have throughout the 
untoward affair exhibited, in the hope that 
we may yet be able to prevent a further 
abe nt of the apparently hostile-cis- 
f the. government. <of the Unite 
States; noris it unreasonable to expect fy 
the other @reat ‘nations of the civilized 
world will biiny the influence of their opin- 
ion to bear upon the mind of the American 
population in such amanner as to check 
any further progress in those ill-judged de- 
monstrations of aggression and of tendencies 
to war Aotigadlat Morning Post.

Crampton’s Dismissal. 


The intelligence just received from the 
United States, confirmatory, of the report 
that Mr. President Pierce had recoynise 
the government of General. Walker at Nic- 
aragua, will be received by all who value 
the re-establishment of a mutual! understand- 
ing between. this coun! ry and the Uatted 
States, with unfeigned regret. By th’s act 
the American president has given strong 
evidencesthat lis object is not to settle, put 
to. widen the difference at. present existing 
between the two governments, since, if any 
one act could have been more offensive to 
Lis country, ar d more inopportune than an- 

oiber, it is that to. which the president has 
oat it advisable to commit himself. 
After having pledged the credit of his go- 
vernment to Oppose the invasion of General 
Walker, and to visit with condign punish- 
ment apy one discovered taking part in or 
favorlog It, and whilst a diplomatic conten- 
tion Js being carried:on between the two 
countries ag to-the eonstruction ef the Bul. 
wer- Clayton treaty, the president has taken 
advantave of a pertod of extreme dritation 
on the part of vorh cibsiets, to acknowledge 
as a de faclo government the body of adven- 
turers whom he lately denounced, and has 
Virtue ally admitted that the treaty under 
discussion can be violated with impunity 1 
a filibustering invasion can be successfully 
accomplished. What the president’s object 
may be we will not pause to inquire, inas- 
muchas we do not conceive he will be 
permitted to attain it by involving the people 
of this country and of the United States in 
an internecine war, and because we believe 
that thé “act to which he has lent himselt 
wili do more to open the eyes of his country- 
men to the recklessness of the course which 
his government has lately pursued in refer- 
ence to the relations between Great Britain 
and the United States, than any step he has 
preveviously taken. Wilsetier General Wal. 
ker’s adventure has been so far successful 
as to have enabled him to establish a de facto 
gove ernment at licaragua, is more than 
questionable; but that she has established 
sich a government as the cabinet of Wash- 
ington—which has repudiated all his move- 
ments—can be justified in acknowledging 


at all. If that part of the Bulwer-Clayton 
treaty which binds the two countries. not 
“to occupy or colonise any portion of Cen- 
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tral America,” is to be construed stricly, ean 
the person invested with the Supreme power 
inthe United States be justified in widen- 
ing the existing breach between the govern- 
ment of Washington and that of Great 
Britian, by recogmsing the acts of a rebel 
whom He has all along condemned, when 
such acts are tantamount to a direct’ viola- 
tion of the very clause of the treaty which 
he declares should be strictly obsérved. We 
cannot but think that the president will be 
condemned by his own countrymen, not 
only for endeavoring tu advance bis persunal 
interest at the expense of the State, but for 
having in his office been guilty of an act 
which, unless repudiated by the people 
themselves, will most assuredly bring dis- 
credit on the fair fame ‘and honor of their 
country.

the Austrians. Sie is reported on this oe- 

casion 10 have displayed a skill and bravery 
which would have done ‘honor to an experi- 
enced soldier ‘Vhis act of patriotis:n, how- 
ever, for a time proved fatal to the worldly 
iiteresis of the princess, as her property was 
sequestrated by Austria, and she herself ban 
ished froin its dominions. At this juncture 
she sought an asylum at a farm in Asia Mi- 
nor,and being totally destitute, was com- 
pelled to labor with ber hands for the supply 
of each day’s necessities. This oecurred 
some six years ago. Since then she has 
devoted her attention to literature, and has 
contributed successfully to some of the lead- 
ing journals of Parisand New York. The 
sultan of T urkey subsequently granted some 
tracts of land on tue sult of Nicomedia for 
the use of this remarkable woman and the 
Italian emigrants attached to her fortunes 
and finally by an edict of grace, the court 
of Austria annulled its former sentence of 
banishment and sequestration, leaving her 
free to revisit her country, and to resume 
the rank from which she had been deposed 
by her own patriotic zéal and heroism.

What does it Mean. 


We promised to give in a series of articles, 
some thoughts to the readers of the Lceman,

The author of this article, commences with | 
the declaration that “as the servant and 
journal)st of our people” it is his duty to 
“search out and bring to light the awaken- 
ed mental abilities of individuals connected 
and identified with our race,’ and goes on to 
descant largely upon our identity wherever 
found on this continent, whether in the 
United States or Canada, North or South 
| America, or the West Indies, manifesting 
great regard for us of Canada, sy mpathising 
with our movement, with the declaration 
that hisnot having come to Canada, has 
never prevented him from “locking with a 
friendly eye upon_us,” nor doing anything 
in his power to advance our interests. 

Whence comesall at once, all this preten- 
ded friendly feeliug 2? Does any one believe 
the writer to be sincere? For ovf@ part, we 
frankly admit we have no confidence in it. 

Miss May Ann Shadd (now Mrs. Cary,) 
is made the special subjectof compliment, 
with traits of talents and literary acquire- 
ments, which places her without an equal 
among the colored ladies of the United 
States. Is this a recent discovery? Are 
the talents and acquired ability of Miss 
Shadd just begining to develope themselves 
that this preat keen eyed expositor of our

Proclamation. 


To all whom it may concern :— 

I, William C. Munrce, President of the 
National Emigration Convention, held in 
Cleveland, Ohio, August 24th, 25th, and 
26th, 1854, do hereby, in pursuance of the 
resolution of adjournme at therein adopted, 
convoke said Convention to assemble again 
in said city and State,on Wednesday, 27th 
aay of August, 1856, and to continue in 
session until the business to come before said 
Convention shall be dispatched. 

The National Board of Commissioners I 
hereby convoke, also, to meet in secret ses- 
sion in said city and state, on Tuesday, 26ih 
day of August, 1856, preparatory to the | 
session of the Convention. 

The officers, committees, and members 
of the session of 1854, of said Convention, 
are hereby notified and summoned to be pre- 
sent in their places at the forthcoming ses- 
sions convoked above. 

The National Commissioners from each 
State are hereby required to prepare reports 
to said Convention, in relation to the state, 
coidition, wants and wishes of those they re- 
present in their respective States. New 
delegates or representatives coming to the 
Convention, will ve required to subscribe to 
the original test of membership before the 
Committee on Credentials, to entitle them to 
seats in the same. 

I would urge the importance of the forth- | 
coming session upon all conserned, by re- 
minding them that the Kansas issue in this | 
country, the state of affairs in the West In- 
dia islands, the movements in Central Ame- 
rica, and the future policy of European na- 
tions in regurd to their interests in the W es- 
tern Heni-phere, are all conspiring to pre- | 
cipitate @ momentous crisis in Afric-Ameri- 
can destiny on this continent. ‘The interest 
of our race, therefore, demands that every 
officer and member should be at his post at 
the appointed session. 

Given under my hand and seal, in the city 
of Detrvit and State of Michigan, this 7th 
day of April, in the year of our Lord 1856, 
and of our National Organization the 2d.

lieved from the opprobrious despotism of its 
invaders. Now, surely, there will be fighbt- 
ing. No gentlemen, not a bit of it it is still 
all talk, very tall superlative talk; but — still 
vox et pretrea nihil. 

For a year we have heard of civil war 
in Kanzas ts territory invaded its’polls mob 
bed, its Legislature overthrown and usurp- 
ed by ruffians; records of monstrous. outrag- 
ges, of violations of property, and of civil- 
and political rights betore unheard of in a 
civilized country. We were told the day 
of retr bution was coming, and that the 
Free soil men were in arms, the whole Ter- 
ritory was a hage camp, entrenchments 
were thrown up, and cannon bristled on 
them, Sharp’s rifles were there, and tons 
of powder and lead.

The Presi- 
dent had conspired against the freedom of 
KKanzas; United states troops ,were sent to 
disarm the true citizens, and to leave them 
at the mercy of individual — ruffians.

volvers, the men flourish their weapons and 
talk of Bunker Hill. ‘he invaders arrive ; 
a sheriff with a dozen of men marches. into 
the stronghold of the desperate freemen; 
and lo! the war spirit is extinguished like 
a farthing rusblight ina tub of water; the 
bravest fly like sheep, without striking a 
blow or daring to fire their long ranged rifles 
even at a mile, and the rest surrender: their 
arms, aud herd cowering with their women 
and children, while their dwellings are burn- 
ed, their property plundered, and themselves 
threatened by heroes like themselves. O! 
Shade of Washington! O! Apple Sarce 
and Punkin Pie! O! ‘Lasses Sweetnin’ 
and Chicken Fixens—that the star-spangled 
banner should float over sucha pack of cow- 
ard brageart-. 

And these are better than fair specimens 
of the people who talk of going to war with 
England, in the same way as they do of con- 
quering Nicaragua: who propose to make 


a week’s excursion for the conquest of 
Canada; and would have been glad of 


the job of taking Sebastopol in a fortnight.

Humanity and Right—the action of the 
leaders of that party was “working evil; 
and that continually.” His denunciation 
of Pierce, DovG ass, & C'o., was point- 
ed and savored much’ of genuine . sarcasm.
